Native statesand Poli- ber, in an article headed “ Native 
oe ae states and Political Agents,” says 
that although native princes possess high-sounding titles 
and are addressed by their courtiers and subjects in very 
exaggerated terms, they really have little power and are 
mere puppets in the hands of Residents and Political Agents. 
They are generally fond of ease and comfort, while Resi- 
dents and Political Agents, too, being military officers, are 
not qualified by their education and training to manage 
the affairs of states, hence the administration in native 
states is generally unsatisfactory. If a Chief incurs the 
displeasure of a Political Agent, the latter accuses the Chief 
of misrule and asks the Government of India to take the 
administration in its hands for a time. The Government 
often accepts his recommendation and entrusts the adminis-

tration to himself; he at once casts a wistful glance at the 


accumulated treasures of the state and desires to spend 
them with a free hand, chiefly with a view to benefit his 
friends and countrymen. An engineering department is 
established, and the: construction gf new roads, palaces, 
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jails, and other pubis buildings is commenced ; new officials 
are appointed on high salaries, and a number of Europeans 
are provided for in.one way or other. By the time the 
Chief is restored to power the Resident has entitely emptied 
the treasury and has been transferred from the state\; His 
successor finding an empty treasury soon introduces a policy 
of economy and upsets the entire arrangements of his 
predecessor. Hence it will be perceived that native states 
can possibly make no progress under the existing circum- 
stances. Every native Chief should establish a council 
composed equally of nominated and elected members, to 
assist him in the management of his affairs.

The 
appointment of the Police Committee, the interest taken in 
Honorary Magistrates, and the instructions issued to the 
District Magistrates to do a larger portion of criminal work 
than at present, clearly show that he is desirous of promoting 
the welfare of the people. If he could keep himself aloof 
| from sycophants’ and tale-bearers and could manage to see 
| the condition of the people with uncoloured spectacles, he 
would soon be able:to rank with the friends and benefactors 
of the country, as was declared by Mr. Hume, 
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A correspondent of the aiyar- ishiiin (Morsdataay, 
eet seat L ithe: of the 6th October, regrets to say 
now. that British rule has, as’ it: were, 
‘ceased to exist at Lucknow. The Indian Penal Code, which 
is the palladium of the religions of the people, no longer 
protects the religion of the Sunni Musalméns, and the days 
of the old bigoted Shia kings of Oudh seem to have been 
revived. The Shias are now able to abuse the successors 
of the prophet, whom the Sunnis hold in great respect, 
with perfect impunity! Is this what is meant by British 
justice ? The anti-congressionists, who are ready. to extol 
the virtues of European officers, and the ‘historians who 
have spoken so highly of British justice, should be ashamed 
of themselves. The writer is conscious that he is using 
rather strong language, but he cannot help it when his 
religion, which is dearer to him than life, has been vilified: 
The Shias of Lucknow have published a book in which. they. 
have abused Khalifas Abubakar, Umar and Usman, Aisha, 
wife of the prophet, and others, to their hearts’ eontent: 
The Sunnis presented a prosecution against the printer and 
publisher of the book.to the City Magistrate, who set the 
two communities by the ears last year, but he at once 
rejected the petition, on the ground that the book bore a 
sentence on the title page to the effect that no Sunni 
should read it! The rejection of such an important pro- 
secution must be due to some special reasons. All the 
Muhammadan noblemen at Lucknow are Shias, and they 
have exercised their powerful influence to make the law 
void. If a man publishes a book abusing the sisters, 
parents and forefathers of the City Magistrate, but puts 
a note on the title page to the effect that it 1s not intended 
for the perusal of the City Magistrate and his friends, 
will the publisher be exempt from punishment? If so, the 
writer is ready to publish such a book. If Government. 
cannot do justice to the Sunnis, it had better permit. them 
to redress, themselves, their grievances. Religious feeling. 
runs high among them, and serious riots will shortly. occur. 
The writer then censures the Sunni. gentry and the. Sunni 

editors of the Asad, the Mihaszid and other. newspapers of 
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 Lacknow for their silemoe at the alloged vilifioation of their 


religion, and asks the editor of the Naiyar-i-dsam to draw

and bad characters are. not interfered. with by the police, 
but respectable men are detained and ill-treated until they 
pay bribes. One Jaganua Lodha was severely hurt in the 
head and blood flowed from .the wound in a stream, but the 
police received no punishment for wounding him. Pandit 
R4m Narain, late editor. of the Bharat. Varsha, was brought 


into.trouble by the police on a false charge, but he was 


acquitted by. the Joint Magistrate. In every criminal case 
of Bithur, Kamta Singh and Rém Sahai side either with 


the complainant or the accused, act as brokers between him
